Begin reveals in Knesset speech 

Weather aborted attack 
on SAM missile sites

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday revealed to the Knesset 
that on April 30 he ordered the 
chief of staff to have the air force 
destroy three Syrian SA M-6 missile 
batteries on Lebanese territory. 

He said that three different times 
had been set for the attack that day 
(11 a_m.. I p.m. and 3 p.m.), but that 
each time the strike was railed off 
because of weather conditions. * 

As Begin began to disclose these 
details, there was a buzzing fn the 
Alignment benches, initiated by 
Danny Rosolio, and then Ze'ev Katz 
stood up and asked: 

“Is the prime minister going to 
continue in this way of national ir- 
responsibility?” 

Begin replied:. “Not from you or 
your faction will I learn national 
responsibility. Sit in silence.” 

The prime minister was opening 
the two-week term (which will bring 
the regular activities of the Ninth 


Knesset to a close) with a policy 
statement. 

Begin, who also holds the defence 
portfolio, said he had given the 
order to strike at the missile bat- 
teries under the authority given to 
him by the cabinet. 

The next day, he said, he received 
a message from U.S. Secretary of 
Stale Alexander Haig asking for 
time to seek a diplomatic solution to 
the crisis. Israel's answer was that if 
the Americans could get a Syrian 
undertaking to remove the missiles, 
Israel was willing to wait another 
seven days. 

Meanwhile, however, Syria sent 
in further missiles. Last Tuesday 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis had 
delivered a personal message from 
President Ronald Reagan, the 
premier continued. 

Begin said he could not reveal the 
contents of Reagan's message, but 
he did read, in English, a 16-line ex-

Labour lashes Begin for 
handling of Lebanon crisis

Former chief of staff Mordechai 
Gur warned Premier and Defence 
Minister Menahem Begin last night 
“against dragging us into (a war 
with Syria) which is not inevitable.” 
Speaking at a Labour Party rally 
in Jerusalem, ‘Gur, who is now a 
Labour Knesset candidate, accused 
the premier of “hiding the truth and 
distorting the facts” in his statement 
to the Knesset earlier yesterday on 
how the Lebanese crisis had 
developed. 

Gur's attack on Begin’s handling 
of the crisis was the spearhead of a 
concerted opposition assault on the 
premier, launched earlier in the day 
by Labour chairman Shimon Peres 
in the Knesset. 

At the Labour rally 'later Peres 
said the country was endangered by 
Begin's radical changes of mood — 
from the heights of “euphoria” to 
the depths of despondency. The 
cabinet today, said Peres, 
comprises only yes-men; anyone* 


who wasn't a yes-man has long since 
been removed. They come to the 
cabinet meetings trying to guess 
what Begin’s mood will be.” 

Veteran* Labour leader (and pre- 
State Hagana commander) Yisrael 
Galili warned that when Begin's 
style of “declamatory politics” im- 
pinges on crucial defence-related is- 
sues “the danger becomes very 
grave.” 

The rally, attended by key Align- 
ment campaign workers from all 
over the country, marked formally 
the opening of Labour’s campaign. 
Peres declared that he was “fully 
convinced” that Labour would win. 
But Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
warned the -gathering that only 
“hard work” would ensure that out- 
come — just as hard work by the 
Jerusalem party branch had suc- 
ceeded in roundly defeating the 
Likud, both in the'municipality poll 
in 1977 and in the recent Hisladrut 
election.

Controversial West German 
minister slain in his bed 


FRANKFURT, West Germany. — 
The economics minister of West 
Germany's Hesse state was shot 
dead early yesterday in what 
authorities said was a political kill- 
ing. ■ 

Heinz' Herbert Karry, 61, was 
shot in the stomach as he lay in bed 
at his suburban Frankfurt home and- 
died an hour later as an ambulance 
arrived to take him to a hospital, 
police said. Karry was of Jewish 
descent. 

The federal prosecutor's office in 
Karlsruhe look charge of the in- 
vestigation, saying it suspected ' 
urban terrorists were responsible. 


.Public prosecutor Heinz 
Haueisen said that one or more as- 
sailants used a ladder to climb 
through Karry's open bedroom win- 
dow . The killer firec at least four 
shots at Karry over his sleeping 
wife. 

.Hessen Interior Minister Ek- 
k chard Gries said there was no 
doubt that the carefully-planned kil- 
ling was politically motivated. 

Karry had received a spate of 
anonymous telephone calls.

— French financial 
markets reeled yesterday under the 
mpact orjhe election of Socialist 
Francois Mitterrand to the 
presidency and the Bank of France 
took drastic action to prop up the 
country’s tumbling currency. 

As politicians drew up the battle 
lines for National Assembly elec- 
tions which could deckle the suc- 
cess or failure of Mitterrand's 
sweeping reform programme, the 
business community showed alarm 
at the ouster of centre-right Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d'Eslaing. 


After selling several hundred mil- 
lion German marks-in a bid to hall a 
major fun on the Trane, the slate- 
run bank raised its equivalent of the 
minimum lending rate by a massive 
two und half per cent to 16 per cent.

Habib meets Begin 
in bid to avert war

U.S. special envoy Philip 
Habib met for 90 minutes with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
at the Knesset last night, as the 
U.S. appeared to be working 
against the clock to avert a ma- 
jor clash between Israel and 
Syria. It is believed that Habib 
was pressing for more time to 
find a solution to the crisis. 

During a Knesset speech earlier 
in the day. Begin revealed ‘ that 
Israel had planned to strike against 
the Syrian missile sites in Lebanon 
on April 30, but the raid had been 
aborted by bad weather. 

Habib later described the initial 
meeting as a useful opening to a dis- 
cussion that will be continued at 
3.30 this afternoon, but neither 
Begin nor Habib would divulge 
anything of substance to the press. 

in Washington, a senior Reagan 
administration official said that 
Habib would remain in the Middle 
East for another tour of the capitals 
if requested to do so by Secretary of 
Slate Alexander Haig. 

The official, who asked not to be 
identified, told reporters that the 
situation in Lebanon remained un- 
changed and that the U.S. envoy 
was continuing his efforts to defuse 
the crisis. 

Begin was due to brief his 


ministers last night on his meeting 
with Habib, who brought him fully 
up to date on his meetings with 
Arab leaders in Syria and Lebanon. 

Habib arrived in the region last 
week in an effort to defuse the 
crisis, which erupted when Syria 
deployed several SAM anti-aircraft 
missile batteries in Lebanon's 
eastern Bekaa Valley afLer Israeli 
jets had downed two Syrian 
heiicopiers. 

The envoy arrived in IsraeJ 
yesterday afternoon, on a special 
flight from Damascus. He declined 
to make an arrival statement. 

Before leaving Damascus yester- 
day. asked if he intended returning 
to Syria after his talks in Jerusalem, 
Habib said that this was “a pos- 
sibility.” 

Habib spent four hours locked in 
conversation with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad on Sunday. Western 
and Arab diplomatic sources privy 
to details of the talks said that Assad 
had made it clear that he would not 
withdraw the missiles and that the 
resolution of the crisis rested entire- 
ly with fsrael. 

The sources said that Assad told 
Habib, “We have nothing more to 
say,” when the U.S. envoy asked 
whether he could return for more 
talks after his visit to Israel. 

“If I feel more talks could be very 
necessary, would you be 
agreeable?” Habib asked again, the 
sources said, whereupon Assad 


replied: "You are welcome.” 

Syria said yesterday it had taken 
measures lo strengthen its civil 
defences. An official spokesman 
said Prime Minister Abdel-Rauf al- 
Kasm chaired a meeting of the 
Supreme Civil Defence Council . 
which adopted “certain important 
measures relating to developing 
civil defence activities in all fields.” 

Before leaving Damascus, Habib 
took time off to visit the teeming 
Hamadiveh souk in the heart of the 
Syrian capital. 

Accompanied by Morris Draper, 
the U.S. under secretary of state for 
Middle East affairs. Habib walked 
among the thick crowd of shoppers 
to visit the Damascus crafts shop of 
Hassan Zahabi, an old acquain- 
tance. opposite the entrance lo the 
12-century-old Ommayad Mosque. 

Admiring a large silver inlaid 
damascene tray embossed with in- 
tricate Arabesque designs, Habib 
said the 53,000 price tag was too 
high for him. 

“If you succeed in your mission. I 
shall give it to you free,” Zahabi. 
the owner of the shop, told the en- 
voy with a laugh. 

“I hope so for your sake, for if 1 
fail in my mission there will be no 
tourists around here for some 
time,” Habib responded also 
laughing.

Shock at Begin’s revelations

Top members of the defence es- 
tablishment and members of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee said they were 
shocked by Premier Menahem 
Begin’s revelations in the Knesset 
about Israel’s operational plans 
against Syrian missile batteries m 
Lebanon. 

Labour shadow defence minister 
and former chief of staff Haim Bar- 
Lev told The Jerusalem Post that he 
considered Begin's statement a 
breach of national security. Top 
military officials said they were 
stunned. A former minister in 
Begin's cabinet said that he could 
not believe his ears and that in his 
estimate the damage caused was ir- 
reparable. If he had not resigned 
before he would resign now, he said. 

Begin told the Knesset yesterday 
in a speech that was broadcast live 
that the air force had been ordered 
to attack the missile batteries, but 


the planes had been called back due 
to bad weather. 

For the past week the military 
censor had “killed” even the most 
oblique references in the press to 
the details now disclosed in the 
premier's speech. 

Observers also objected to a 
previous disclosure by the premier 
on Monday night, that any strike 
against the Syrians wilt come from 
the air. 

However, Begin's speech in the 
Knesset yesterday informed the world 
at large under exactly what condi- 
tions the air force will not be able to 
operate, officials said. Revealing 
the exact day and the exact times 
Israel had to cancel its strike due to 
weather conditions gave the enemy 
information of major proportions. 
By analysing weather conditions on 
that day at those times, an enemy 
now would know under what condi- 
tions the Israel Air Force can 
operate, and when it cannot. 

The limitations of Israeli aircraft 


have thus been revealed, and 
dozens of other details which can be 
deduced from the data given. 

“The enemy has been given on a 
golden platter what they would have 
Had to have spent years and millions 
(of dollars* collecting, and even 
then they would not be sure of the 
veracity of the information,” a 
former senior air force officer told 
The Post last night. 

A senior Begin aide, when asked 
what had motivated the premier to 
reveal military secrets, noted that 
the information had been published 
in ihe U.S. magazine Newsweek and 
reprinted in the Tel Aviv daily 
Ha'aretz yesterday. 

The consensus among Knesset 
Members who have either served in 
senior positions in the defence es- 
tablishment or now are active 
members in the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, including 
a* me Likud members, was that 
Begin had made a mistake.

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Court sentences Flatto 
to nine months in jail 


MK Samuel Flatto Sharon was 
sentenced yesterday to nine months 
in prison and given a 27-month 
suspended sentence by the 
Jerusalem Magistrate's Court for 
vote-buying during the 1977 elec- 
tions to the Ninth Knesset. 

His former aide Jacques 
Benaudis was fined IS4.000 and 
given an 18-montb suspended 
sentence for the same offence. 

While harshly condemning Flat- 
to’s conduct, the three-judge panel 
delayed the start of his prison term 
for 45 days to allow him to' appeal 
the conviction to the district court. 

Speaking to reporters after the 
hearing. Flatto still insisted that he 
was not guilty and that “justice will 
be done.” 

Flatto. who announced after his 
conviction last month that he would 
run for the Tenth Knesset, said his 
coal was to "give flats to everyone,” 
adding that "I want to be Israel’s 
next housing minister." 

Rat to and Benaudis were found 
guilty on two counts of bribing 
voters. They had promised that, if 
elected. Ratio would provide cheap 
rental housing to persons who 
worked in his party. They also 
promised material rewards to an in- 
dependent list in Dimona in return 
for its support. 


The judges said that in regard to 
the first offence, Flatto and 
Benaudis may not have been aware 
that they were breaking the law. But 
that was not grounds for a lenient 
sentence, they said. As for the se- 
cond offence, both men were aware 
that the deal with the Dimona group 
was not only corrupt but also illegal. 

“1 operated according to Israeli 
moral standards," insisted Flatto 
afterwards, adding that "after four 
years in politics 1 am certain that I 
can be the best Knesset member in 
the country — even in jail ” 

In explaining their decision to im- 
pose a prison term on Flatto, the 
judges, Yitzhak Shabtai, Ruth Or 
and Zvi Cohen, said that “Flatto not 
only sought out the Knesset as a 
refuge to prevent his extradition (to 
France to serve a sentence for fraud 
and tax evasion) but also led the 
voters astray” by appealing to 
voters’ Jewish sentiment to prevent 
hism from being sent back to 
France. 

The judges gave Benaudis a 
lighter sentence because he did not 
benefit directly from the offences 
and has suffered extensive financial 
loss since the case was opened. 

After the hearing, Benaudis said 
he was ready to work with Hatto 
again in this campaign. (Itira) 


Weizman warns against war with Syria 


NEW YORK (API. — A war with 
Syria could destroy Israel’s peace 
treaty with Egypt and drag the U.S. 
and Soviet Union into an unwanted 
confrontation, former Israeli 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
said yesterday. 

**I think both sides (Israel and 
Syria) have climbed a very high 
tree, and the question is — are they 
going to Ie3p at each other like 
Tarzans or find a way to dimb down 
from the tree," Weizman said. 

Weizman. here to promote his 
new book, advised against bombing 
the missile sites, “because I don't 
think there's any necessity at all to 
go to war with Syria now.” 

A Fight with Syria over the 
Lebanese situation "will damage 
what has been achieved so far” in 
making peace with Egypt and 
“might bring a certain testing 
between the United States and Rus- 
sia." 

Weizman said: “Obviously, when 
we knock out Russian SAM sites 
from Syria, we’re going to do it with 
the Israeli Air Force with American 


equipment ... In many respects, we 
are probably dragging the United 
Slates into it. too, which I think is 
negative for us, because we’ve been 
going and coming into Lebanon for 
five years, with a little bit of moan- 
ing and groaning from the (U.S.) 
State Department, but no active 
participation. 

"And because of this, we definite- 
ly might have the Russians in it and 
then (the Americans) in it, and 
that’s the last thing we need. We 
might then not have the missiles, 
but then we wouldn’t be able to fly 
into Lebanon because of Russian or 
American. limitations ... 

“It's becoming a world issue. Any 
world issue is usually not too good 
for Israel, especially when the two 
big sluggers are involved.” 

Short of Israel bombing the mis- 
sile sites, if Syria refuses to disman- 
tle them, Weizman said he prefer- 
red the “risk" option of Israel con- 
tinuing Lebanese overflights and 
Syria agreeing not to fire the mis- 
siles.

will discuss the terras of Jacobson’s 
pension tomorrow, and the State 
Comptroller said yesterday that his 
office is also studying the matter. . 

The first element in the package 
consists of the re-acquisition of pen- 
sion rights for 12 years of govern- 
ment work earlier in Jacobson's 
career. People who leave govern- 
ment service and cash in their pen- 
sion rights are allowed to buy tbem 
back if they return to government 
work. 

The pension amounts to IS10.875 
and as the law permits; Jacobson is 
buying back the rights in 36 pay- 
ments at an annual interest of 18 per 
cent, Knesset sources said. A 
loophole allows the sum to be 
repaid unlinked. With today's infla- 
tion, the real value of the sum will 
have dropped some 50-60 per cent 
by the time the payments are 
finished in 1983. 

Twelve years at Jacobson’s 
previous rank is equal to six year's 
work at the director-general level. 
To qualify for a 40 per cent pension, 
Jacobson had to accumulate eight 
years at the latter rank. Since he 
worked only a little over a year as 
civil service commissioner, he 
closed part.of the gap by taking a six 
months leave of absence without 
pay when he left his post. 

Then to round out the two-year 
period needed, he requested a letter 
from then finance minister Yigael 
Hurvitz, in which he was promised 
that he could work at his current 
rank in the government or in a 
government corporation for at least 
six months if he had to leave his post 
as commissioner. Jacobson was 
later appointed general manager of 
the Electric Corporation. 

Sources close to Hurvitz said that 
he did not know how the letter 
would affect Jacobson's pension, 
and only sought to ensure that he 
would have a suitable job if he had 
to quit as commissioner.

Begin’s Knesset disclosure 
viewed as signal to Syria

Prime Minister Menahem Begin’s 
disclosure in the Knesset yesterday 
afternoon that on April 30 he had 
three times ordered and then 
cancelled attacks on Syrian missile 
batteries in Lebanon was generally- 
seen as a signal to Damascus that 
Israel’s decision to destroy the mis- 
siles had been postponed, but was 
otherwise operative. 

It was likewise seen as a signal to 
Washington that the Israel Air 
Force, which did not require a 
green light from the U.S. on April 
30. would not require one in future 
either. 

The Alignment faction earlier 
turned down a proposal from the 
coalition to table a joint statement 
on the Lebanese crisis. 

Although everyone in the Align- 
ment agreed, at a faction caucus,

In it. he told Reagan that Israel 
would give the U.S. more time to try 
the diplomatic route. But since 
Israel thereby took upon itself 
dangers and risks “it cannot but be 
a relatively short period of time,” he 
wrote. 

Begin addressed a personal ap- 
peal to Syrian President Hafaz As- 
sad. “as enemy lo -enemy.” 

“You have gone to 
brinkmanship,” Begin told Assad, 
“Give it up. It won't humiliate you. 
It will be to your honour, for you 
will be serving peace. Restore the 
status quo ante and all of mankind 
will breathe freely and be grateful to 
you.” 

Begin said that three weeks ago 
the Christian civilian population in 
northern Lebanon was at the break- 
ing point. The. Syrians acted 
towards the Lebanese civilians as 
the Nazis had acted towards the 
civilian population of Europe. 
“Zahle is like Coventry, ' Beirut 
like Rotterdam.” 

It was then that Israel decided not 
to stand aside. Begin saicL Israeli 
aircraft downed two Syrian 
helicopters that had been shuttling 
back and forth, bringing in troops 
and arms. Israel's action had saved 
the Christians from an utter moral 
breakdown. Begin said. 

Begin said there are 'now 13 
Syrian anti-aircraft batteries in 
Lebanon and on the Lebanese- 
Syrian border. In Lebanon there are 
live SAM-6 batteries, and on -the 
border four SAM-6’s, two SAM-2 1 s, 
and two SAM-3’s. TTiere is also a 
SAM-9, brought in and operated by 
the Libyans, bringing the tori to j 4. - 
Two of them were brought in sijfee 
Saturday, he said.;'- .. 

Explaining why the removal of 
the batteries was so vital to Israel. 
Begin said that whoever controls 
the Sanine Heights and the 
Lebanese skies controls all of the 
country to the Israeli border. 
Israel’s very existence would then - 
be threatened and war would be in- 
evitable. 

Begin praised Alignment leader 
Shimon Peres for having agreed that 
if diplomacy fails, Israel must not 
flinch from taking military. measures 
in order to push back the anti- 
aircraft missiles. "On this there is a 
national consensus,” he said. 

The prime minister said there was 
agreement between Israel and the 
U.S. administration that; 

• There is "a permanent alliance" 
between the two. ■ 

• Syrian troops are no longer a 
peace-keeping force or a stabilizing 
force. 

Both actively oppose all terror 
organizations 

• Both oppose the spread of 
Soviet imperialism anywhere in the 
world, and particularly in the Mid- 
dle East. 

He then went on to reiterate 
Israel's firm objection, “without 


reservations,'' to the sale of either 
AW AC S or of sophisticated F-I5 
accessories to Saudi Arabia. 

Begin said it was no reassurance 
that for many years the AWACS 
planed would be manned by Saudis 
and Americans together. That 
means that if Israel shoots down an 
AWACS Americans would be kil- 
led, he noted. 

Nor was it any courfbrl to be tpld 
that the AWACS would not be sup- 
plied for five, more years. “And 
after that?" Begin asked. “Are we 
to live on borrowed time?" 

Peres, who followed Begin, ex- 
pressed his doubt whether the prime 
minister had given the House a true 
picture of Israel’s relations with the 
U.S. administration. “Is it true that, 
apart from the AWACS, there is 
complete agreement between the 
two countries?" he asked. “How 
about the territories?" 

“Our (the Alignment's) policy dif- 
fers completely from the Likud's,” 
Peres insisted. “Except in -a very 
limited area there is no consensus 
between us, not even on the ques- 
tion of Lebanon." 

Peres said that Israel should give 
the Lebanese. Christians military 
aid, but that was alL "We can't 
decide for them the kind of country 
they want to live in, and we can’t 
fight their battles for them ” 

The “limited area” on which 
Peres seemed to agree with Begin 
was that Israel does not want war 
with Syria, but it also cannot accept 
the presence of Syrian anti-aircraft 
missiles in Lebanon. But diplomatic 
efforts should be exhausted before 
the military option was taken, he 
said. * . r - • -

In the Ninth Knesset there 
were two Christian MKs, both 
members of the Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality.

2 U.S. ships call at Haifa after postponement

HAIFA. — Two U.S. Sixth Fleet 
destroyers, USS Jonas Ingram 
and USS Truett, arrived here for a 
six-day “rest and recreation” visit 
yesterday morning, following a 
week-long postponement due to the 
Lebanese crisis.

Defeat in West Berlin 
severe blow to Schmidt 
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BONN (AP). — The electoral 
defeat of Lite Social Democratic 
Party (SPD) in its Berlin sironghojd 
will likely sharpen strains within 
West Germany's national coalition 
and further weaken the position of 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

West Berliners on Sunday ended 
more than a generation of Social 
Democratic rule by giving the con- 
servative Christian Democrats 
(CDU) 47.9 per cent of the vote for 
65 of the 133 seats in the ruling as- 
sembly. or senate, which in turn 
selects the mayor. 

The Social Democrats under 
Mayor Hans-Jochen Vogel, who 
have run city hall since the early 
1950s. polled 38.4 per cent for 52 
seats, while their coalition partners, 
the liberal Free Democrats (FDP). 
claimed only 5.6 per cent for seven 
seats. The Alternative Lists, a loose 
alliance of marxists, leftists and 
ecologists, won 7.2 per cent, giving 
them nine seats. 

Sunday's loss by Schmidt's party 
in West Berlin and the election 
defeat on the same day of French 
President Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
by Socialist leader Francois Mitter- 
rand dramatized the new political 
uncertainties among two of 
- America's strongest European al- 
lies. 

Although the balloting in West 
Berlin has no direct influence on 
the Schmidt government's 22-seat 
majority in the national parliament, 
or Bundestag, the indirect impact 
could be significant. 

Defeat in a former SPD 
stronghold — where former 
chancellor Willy Brandt won an in- 
ternational reputation as mayor — 
represents a severe blow to the 
prestige of Schmidt and the rest of 
the party's national leadership. 

The outcome is also likely to 
complicate relations with the Free 
Democrats, who are also allied with 


the SPD in the national coalition. 
The Free Democrats, more conser- 
vative than their partner, hold S3 of 
the alliance's 271 Bundestag scats. 

Since the CDU fell short of a 
clear majority, the local party- 
leader and apparent new mayor, 
Richard von Wcizsaecker, an- 
nounced on Sunday night he would 
seek support from both the SPD 
and FDP in forming a city govern- 
ment. 

An offer to join the new city 
government increases pressure on 
the small. liberal Free Democratic 
Parly, to forsake its local alliance 
with the SPD and form a coalition 
with von Wcizsaecker. 

But a CDU-FDP coalition in 
West Berlin would in turn heighten 
speculation throughout West Ger- 
many that the FDP might abandon 
its national alliance w-ith the more 
leftist SPD, bringing down the 
Schmidt government ahead of the 
next scheduled elections in 1984. 

Sunday's defeat for the SPD had 
been expected. The party had been 
racked by a bank scandal which led 
to the resignation of mayor Dietrich 
Stobbe in January and prompted 
new elections two years ahead of 
schedule. 

After Stobbe’5 resignation, the 
SPD dispatched Vogel, then 
national justice minister and a 
longtime mayor of Munich, to 
restore the party's fortunes. Vogel 
had been considered a possible heir 
to national leadership when 
Schmidt steps aside. . 

Despite Vogel’s efforts, the SPD 
was unable to overcome the damage 
to its reputation in West Berlin 
because of the city's severe social 
problems, including one of Europe's 
most flourishing drug cultures, 
growing street crime, unemploy- 
ment and chronic housing shor- 
tages.

2 major terror operations 
foiled by Spanish police 


LONDON (UPI). — The confessed 
“Yorkshire Ripper” took the stand 
yesterday, m a surprise develop- 
ment, and testified that he heard 
“the voice of God” and believed he 
was on a divine mission. 

Peter Sutcliffe, the 34-year-old 
truck driver who has pleaded not 
guilty to murder but admitted 
manslaughter due to insanity, was 
not expected to be asked to testify 
in his own defence. 

But after, a one-hour recess 
called by the defence, Sutcliffe took 
the witness box and told the jury 
about the 13 mutilation murders he 
committed. 

He said he first heard the “voice 
of God” while he dug a grave in a 
northern England cemetery. 

“I believed then and I believe 
now it had been the voice of God," 
Sutclife said. “I experienced a fan- 
tastic feeling... I felt that for some 
reason f had been chosen to hear 
the words of God.” 

But Sutcliffe, standing erect in 
the witness box of the oak-panelled 
courtroom with his hands pressed - 


firmly on the table in front of him; 
said he could not decipher any mes- 
sage. 

He heard the words “wehby" and 
“ecko,” he said under questioning 
from defence lawyer James 
Chad win. “I don't think there was a 
direct message telling me it was 
Jesus's voice speaking to me," 
Sutcliffe said. 

At first speaking calmly, Sutclif- 
fe's voice rose and his words rushed 
out in a soft Yorkshire accent as he 
described the “echoing” voice with 
the “words imposed on top of one 
another.” 

The incident happened as he 
worked alone digging a grave in 
Bingley Cemetery near his home 
one day in 1967, he said. 

B oth the prosecution and defence 
have said that Sutcliffe suffers from 
paranoid schizophrenia and is men- 
tally unstable, but h will Be the jury 
of six men and six women who will 
decide the state of Sutcliffe’s mind.

World reacts cautiously 


THE WORLD reacted cautiously 
to Socialist leader Francois Mitter- 
rand's election as President of 
France. Leaders of Eastern and 
Western nations cabled mild con- 
gratulations. 

London's Conservative Daily Ex- 
press newspaper, noting the first lef- 
tist victory in France since Charles 
de Gatille created the- Fifth 
Republic in 1958, ran the news un- 
der the headline, “De Gaulle really 
is dead." 

The Soviet Union; which bad ex- 
pressed a preference for centre- 
right President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing- during the campaign, 
reported Mitterrand’s election 
without comment. So did East Ger- 
many. Poland's Communist Party 
newspaper Trybiuut Ludu said his 
victory reflected “social displeasure 
over the economic and social 
balance (in France) over the past 
seven years.” 

U.S. , President Ronald Reagan 
telegraphed his congratulations to 
Mitterrand, White House 
spokesman Mark Weinberg said but 
he declined to reveal the contents. 
Britain's Conservative Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, Social 


Democrat Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt of West Germany and Ita- 
ly's Socialist President Sandro Per- 
tini also seni their best wishes. 

Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang 
sent Mitterrand a message express- 
ing hope for stronger cooperation 
and friendship with France. Mitter^ 
rand disappointed Chinese leaders 
during his visit to Peking last 
February by refusing to denounce 
the Soviet Union. “I don't believe 
(France’s) foreign policy has to 
make a choice between China and 
Russia." he told reporters then. 

Leftist opposition parties took 
Mitterrand's election as encourage- 
ment for their cause. 

Italian Socialist leader Bettino 
Craxi hailed Mitterrand’s election 
as “the first significant sign of a 
rebellion against the conservative, 
right-wing wave that has washed 
over the Western world." 

Dutch Labour' Parly leader 
Johannes den Uyl, who faces an 
election on May 26. said the 
Socialist victory in France could be 
a signal that D*utch voters will tum 
to the left and return his own party 
to power. (AP) 


THE WESTERN Alliance faces a 
period of uncertainly after ihe elec- 
tion of Francois Mitterrand as 
President of France as the Socialist 
leader elaborates his policies 
towards the outside world. 

But while there might be initial' 
concern in Washington. London 
and Bonn, there appeared iiillc 
doubt that it would be in Moscow 
that the departure of ousted Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
would, be viewed with most regret. 

These were the conclusions of 
seasoned diplomatic analysts in the 
wake of Mitterrand's sweeping — in 
French terms — victory by a good 
four per cent over Giscard. 

Although his party speaks on 
home affairs with the voice of the 
radical left, on foreign policy Mit- 
terrand and his closest adviser fol- 
low a line well within the 
mainstream of West European 
thinking, with some minor nuances. 

A measure of his likely position 
on a range of world issues has been 
reflected in unusually outspoken 
criticisms of his views by the Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper Pra\-da 
twice in the past two months. 

In an article on the eve of the 
voting, in which the French Com- 
munist .Party backed Mitterrand, 
Pravda indicated strong dislike of 
his views on the Middle East and 
how the West should defend itself. 

MITTERRAND has expressed firm 
support for the Camp David peace 
agreements between Egypt and 
condemned by the Kremlin and the 
Arab stales. 

He also made known his under- 
standing for a North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO) decision to 
deploy U.S. medium-range nuclear 
missiles in Western Europe to 
counter what the alliance says is a 
major Soviet weapons buildup on 
the continent. 

The Socialist leader is a strong 
proponent of the European 
Economic Community (EEC), 
criticizing what he described as 
some of the confrontation positions 
taken by Giscard within it over the 
past seven years. 

He has said he wants “good un- 
derstanding’* with the U.S. under 
the Republican administration of 
Ronald Reagan, although he has

condemned what he sees as U.S. 
support for right-wing dictatorships, 
particularly in Latin America. 

Mitterrand and his party say they 
want to strengthen links between 
France and West Germany where 
Social Democratic Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt had developed a 
close relationship with Giscard. 

BUT MANY French political com- 
mentators say the French President- 
Elect is much closer to the views of 
Willy Brandt, former Chancellor 
and Social Democratic Party leader 
as well as President of the Socialist 
International. 

It is from Brandt and the Inter- 
national that Mitterrand gathered 
much of his inspiration for a new 
French approach to the countries of 
the Third World which he argues 
need a new economic deal from the 
Western democracies. 

But how far his proclaimed 
policies will be implemented de- 
pends, some French analysis say. on 
the extent to which he has to rely on 
Communist support at home for his 
administration. 

Mitterrand now plans to hold 
elections for a new National 
Assembly in a bid to win a left- 
wing majority there but to achieve 
this he will have to work out a form 
of electoral alliance with the Com- 


COMMUNIST Leader Georges 
Marchais. back in Moscow's fold 
after a brief alliance with Eurocom- 
munism, has insisted that he expects 
to see his party represented in a 
Mitterrand cabinet. 

But most French analysts expect 
the Socialist leader to resist such 
pressure and also to appoint a 
foreign minister who would provide 
reassurance to France's Western al- 
lies. 

Two widely-tipped figures for this 
post are veteran diplomat Etienne 
Manac'h, 71. a former Ambassador 
to Peking, and Michel Jobert, 60, 
Foreign Minister in the early 1970’s 
under President Georges Pom- 
pidou. 

Another man almost certain for a 


cabinet post and likely to be 
welcome to France's Western allies 
is Claude Chcysson, 61, now EEC 
Commissioner, equivalent to 
minister, for relations with the 
developing countries. 

Another figure of pronounced 
anli-Communisl views, Michel 
Rucard, 50, who could emerge as a 
Socialist .Prime Minister, is 
believed to be the target for much 
or the Kremlin criticism aimed os- 
tensibly at Mitterrand. 

IN A FINAL campaign rally last 
Friday night, Rocard roundly con- 
demned what he described as the 
aggressive expansionism of the 
Soviet Union n Afghanistan and 
other l rouble spots. 

Mitterrand himself attacked 
Moscow for its intervention in 
Afghanistan in terms much stronger 
than those initially used by Giscard 
and he criticized the President for 
agreeing to meet Kremlin chief 
Leonid Brezhnev in Warsaw- only 
five months later. 

The President-Elect has also 
warned Moscow that he would 
renounce a range of agreements 
between the Soviet Union and 
France if it intervened in Poland to 
stifle the powerful new independent 
trade union movements there. 

Mitterrand has described the 
EEC as “one Europe with 10 equal 
partners." But he argues that at pre- 
sent the organization lacks “soul, 
ideals and conviction.” 

The French electorate appears to 
have been less swayed by any "Red 
scare” than by the bread-and-butter 
problems of unemployment and in- 
flation, both of which have seriously 
deteriorated during Giscard's 
seven-year term of office. 

At home, the Socialist leader’s 
programme includes the 
nationalisation of 1 1 major in- 
dustrial and banking groups as well 
as raising the national minimum 
wage and family allowances and 
negotiating a reduction of the work- 
ing week from 40 to 35 hours. 

As pan of his plan to ease un- 
employment, Mitterrand proposed 
the creation of 210,000 public sector 
jobs, mainly in schools and 
hospitals.

The Treasury: Expenditures without control 


MORE' THAN any other earlier 
report, the 5 1st report of the Slate 
Comptroller, for the fiscal year 
ending in March 1980, depicts fiscal 
mismanagement that in many cases 
borders on a cynical Hauling of the 
law and that empties parliamentary 
control of its content. 

in part, this is the result of high 
inflation which makes fiscal plann- 
ing and control virtually impossible 
and plays havoc with the will and 
the ability to abide by the rules of 
proper public administration. In 
part, it reflects the government’s 
disdain for parliamentary control, 
and even for its own resolutions. 

Inadequate information — not 
improved despite admonishments, 
year after year, by the State 
Comptroller — and scant 
adherence to the rules of proper 
public administration, together with 
conscious circumventions of the 
budget law and the incompleteness 
of the budget itself as a description 
of the government's financial ac- 
tivities, combine to make the 
budget an instrument for a massive 
give-away of income and wealth — 
much beyond the redistributive ob- 
jectives overtly provided by it. 

Unrealistic assumptions about in- 
flation in the course of fiscal 1979 — 
the Stale Comptroller confirms the 
criticism voiced by the press when 
the 1979 budget was presented — 
necessitated large-scale, and post 
factum, adjustments towards the end 
of the fiscal year. Large expenditure 
overruns were incurred during the 
year, and because of the differential 
increase of various expenditure 
rubrics, the original order of 
priorities was made largeiy 
meaningless. 

The adjustment of the budget, 
through a supplementary budget 
submitted in January 1980. to price 
increases that had not been taken 
into account in the original ap- 
propriations, served simultaneously 
to increase various expenditures in 
real terms. In particular, the 
government increased its alloca- 
tions to the local authorities — 
which, far from raising their ef- 
ficiency and reducing their staffs, 
increased them. A programme for 
the consolidation of their debts was 
not implemented because they 
failed to supply the necessary finan- 
cial reports — • with the result thaL 
their debts rose by hundreds of mil- 
lions of lirot. 

The government was also unable 
to hold the line with respect to sub- 
sidies to basic food products and ex- 
penditures on education, and had to 
increase these expenditures in real 
terms. In addition, extra-budgetary 
expenditures were increased, tax 
revenues were forgone and debt 
collections were reduced or waived, 
which ha -e no expression in the 
budget, are not subject to 
parliament ary control and their 
magnitude is not revealed in any of 
the existing financial reports. Their 
overall effect on the economy is 
therefore indeterminate, and par- 
ticularly so their effect on inflation.

the fact, the cash having already 
been spent — a major instrument 
for circumventing the budget was 
the use of appropriations contingent ‘ 
upon. specific revenues. Such ex- 
penditures were originally made 
conditional upon receipt of specific, 
earmarked revenues. The comptrol- 
ler points out that contingent ex- 
penditures were made although 
there was no connection with the 
revenues that financed them. Thus, 
the Ministry of Housing and 
Construction spent money out of 
contingent appropriations although 
the matching revenues came from 
the sale of government bonds that 
were not related to the expenditures 
involved and should therefore have 
been added to the government's or- 
dinary revenue, as required by the 
budget law. The comptroller cites as 
one example on expenditure of 
I L 44 7m. which was covered from 
money raised in the capital market 
without being earmarked for any 
specific purpose. 


THE AVERAGE nominal increase 
in the budget provided by the sup-- 
plementary budget of January 1980 
was 38 per cent. However, die in- 
crease in the defence ' budget was 
42.9 per cent; ihe local authorities 
got 72.8 per cent more: the ad- 
ministration, 51.8 per cent more; 
and subsidies to basic products were 
increased by 53.7 per cent. The ap- 
propriations for housing — where 
large-scale evasions of the budget, 
through extra-budgetary transac- 
tions and a variety of manipulations 
were the rule — were raised by 44.4 
per cerit. Other expenditures were 
also increased in real terms. The ex- 
planatory notes to the supplemen- 
tary budget, the State Comptroller 
says, f ailed to mention these real in- 
creases. 

In addition to these increases in 
the budget — many of which 
represented a formal approval after 


ANOTHER WAY to increase ex- 
penditures beyond the limits 
provided by the budget law is the 
use of appropriations left over from 
the previous fiscal year. Since 
government expenditure is an ongo- 
ing activity, which is not stopped ar- 
tificially at the end of the fiscal year, 
this has always been the practice 
and the law. However, in fiscal 1979 
the Treasury “improved” upon the 
system — and even carried over sur- 
plus appropriations for debt repay- 
ment from one year to the next — 
something that had never been done 
before. The surpluses carried 
forward amounted to more than 
IL2,600m. — some 5 per cent of the 
entire budget. 

Such surpluses, the comptroller 
notes, indicates that there has been 
no thorough examination of the 
need for these appropriations in the 
first place, and points out that the 
carrying over of such appropria- 
tions as a matter of course is un- 
desirable. The automatic carrying 
over of appropriations, in an 
amount roughly equal to the entire 
actual budget deficit, and also 
roughly equal to the cash printed by 
the Treasury, means that the budget 
as approved by the Knesset does not 
reflect the actual expenditure of the 
government even within the budget 
itself — , let alone the. extra- 
budgetary operations. 

The manner in which the budget 
— and more so, the post factum sup- 
plementary budgets — is presented 
virtually precludes meaningful 
parliamentary control. Worse still, 
the applications for budget changes 
and transfers from the reserve, 
which according to the law must be 
submitted to the Knesset Finance 
Committee no later than February 
28, were submitted in March. 

One of the many tricks by which 
parliamentary control is evaded is 
that the reports of the accountant- 
general on repayment of debt and 
interest of foreign loans show only 
balances. The renewal of loans, 
often at much higher interest rates, 
is not reflected in them, and expen- 
ditures on the additional interest 
charges are offset by revaluation 
differentials on assets and liabilities 
in foreign currency. The amount in- 
volved was IL6.430ra. 


A GOVERNMENT resolution of 
February 1979 stipulated that 
revenue from the sale of govern- 
ment bonds in excess of the forecast 
would be used to repay long-term 
advances from the Bank of Israel, 
which in March 1978 amounted to 
IL23.5b. 

As with regard to other well-laid 
plans, nothing came of that resolu- 
tion — the revenue was spent on 
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other things. 

A recurring theme in the- 
Comptroller’s Report — not only 
this year, but year after year — is 
that the accountant-general does 
not have data on major rubrics of 
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assets, liabilities, outflows and in- 


flows of money. Thus, for exdmpf 
the accountant-general paid 
IL 15.33b-. on linkage insurance — 
IL3.207m. more than was ap- 
propriated — because he had no 
data, neither when the original 
budget was prepared nor when the 
supplementary budget was submit- 
ted — on these commitments. 

One of the major fiefs outside the 
budget is the so-called equalization 
fund for fuel, which is run' by the 
Ministry of Energy and Infrastruc- 
ture. In addition to the excise on 
gasoline and solar, which is paid-to 
the Treasury, this fund collects — 
through prices above cost — 
revenue from these -refined fuels 
and subsidizes the price of residual 
oil for the production of electric 
power and -feedstocks for tbe 


the comptroller before. These im- 
porters, who in the restrained 
language of the comptroller fulfil “a 
limited function,” which means that 
they carry no risk, act as agents for 
the government and get their 
finance from it. They hot only col- 
lect a commission of 2.5 per cent on 
their costs, but they are allowed 140 
days to pay for differences in the ex- 
change rate. This cost the govern- . 
ment IL 1,210m. They were- also 
given linkage insurance for 32 days 
more, on average, than they held 
their inventories — at a cost of 
S6.9m. to the government. The 
banks, who have a finger in every 
pie, also profited — for the credit 
they granted, they charged 1.5 per 
cent above the Eurodollar rate — 
which is more than is usually 
charged for such credits. Each half 
of a per cent, the comptroller says, 
means a difference of Sim. in the 
cost of the aniijial feed imported. 

The comptroller says that the 
data indicate that the cost of animal 
feed, and of the products for which 


that a large part of the government's 
financial obligations stems from ex- 
penditures that create no assets — 
such as public works and current 
expenditures financed oat of loans 
— and because they are linked,

THE STATEMENT of the govern- 
ment’s liabilities is far from com- 
plete. It does oot include' the 
liabilities on account of pensions for 
civil servants, nor is the information 
on linkage differentials on loans 
complete. Similarly, the reports on 
the government’s assets are in- 
complete, and contain many errors. 
In addition, the accountant-general 
no longer reports on individual bor- 
rowers, or even has a reliable dis- 
tribution of government* loans by 
economic sectors. The information 
thus becomes more obscure. 

The Treasury increasingly redies 
on the banks for the granting of 
government loans, including those 
to government ' corporations, and 
for the collection of repayments on

THE GOVERNMENTS decision, 
in November 1979, to eliminate the 
subsidies to all basic products, with 
the exception of bread and public 
transport, was intended to lead to 
the reduction of excess production 
of such products as eggs and milk. 
However, the government under- 
took to buy up the unsold quan- 
tities. with the result that in 1979 a 
surplus of 168 million eggs was ac- 
cumulated, which later had to be 
exported at a loss. Instead of declin- 
. ing, output rose. The same was true 
with respect to milk. 

Subsidies take many forms — and 
not all of them appear in tbe budget 
As the comptroller points out in 
various chapters of his report, many 
of them take the form, not of out- 
right budgetary grants and alloca- 
tions, but of a variety of conces- 
.sions. tax reliefs, waivers and post- 
ponements of debt and interest pay- 
ments, and other forms. The total 
give-away involved is inestimable. 
One of the main forms, which ap- 
pears and re-appears throughout 
the report, is the delay in transferr- 
ing money due to the Treasury that 
is conceded to those who conduct 
transactions with the Treasury.

IN PARAGRAPH after paragraph 
of the report, the comptroller notes 
that the accountant-general’s 
reports contained mistakes — often, 
on the order of hundreds of million* 
of lirot. The budget overruns, at the 
level of programmes and sub- 
programmes, amounted to 10 per 
cent of the budget as a whole. The 
extra-budgetary expenditures were 
apparently even larger, and so were 
those expenditures that are not 
listed as such, but represent a 
waiver of revenue and collections. 

The balance of the government’s 
assets and liabilities, unlike that of a 
business firm, does not balance, nor 
does it have to. However, the data 
for fiscal 1979 show that the govern- 
ment’s assets, as a percentage of its 
liabilities, are declining inexorably. 

By the end of fiscal >1975, assets 
were 36 per cent of liabilities — 
!L36.34b. as against L142.71b. The 
following year, the proportion had 
already fallen to 24 per cent. In 
fiscal 1 977 and 1978, assets were 18 
and 17 per cent of liabilities, and in 
fiscal 1979 the proportion fell to 12 
per cent — IL150J9b. in assets as 
against a staggering ILl, 232.78b. in 
liabilities. 

These figures are only rough. As 
the comptroller points out 
repeatedly, the data at the disposal 
of the accountant-general are 
woefully inadequate, with respect to 
both assets and liabilities. The 
reason for the steady increase of the 
excess of liabilities over assets is

THE ISRAELI tax-payer has been 
subsidizing the three national oil 
companies, Paz, Delek and Sonol, 
through massive unbudgeted sub- 
sidies of their products, and through 
cheap credit in foreign currency 
which has been greatly in excess of 
the companies' requirements for 
buying and storing oil. 

The State Comptroller’s report 
on the Energy Ministry reveals that 
in fiscal 1979 the government paid 
in subsidies on oil products 73 times 
the amount permitted in the budget. 
In the first three months of fiscal 
1980, the amount of subsidies 
handed out was already 4Yi times 
the amount allocated for the whole 
year. And the government never 
sought the permission of the Knes- 
set Finance Committee to over- 
spend its budget. 

At the same time, the amount of 
credit granted to the oil companies, 
on which they are exempt from pay- 
ing the 12 per cent levy normally 
imposed on foreign currency -loans, 
increased from 536 i m. at the end of 
1978. to S932m. at the end of 1979, 
to ovcr.Sl.200m. in June 1980. 

The amount of credit granted is 
not supposed to exceed the com- 
panies* total holdings of oil.- But 
checks on the holdings are made by 
the Ministry’s Fuel Administration 
only at the end of each month.

should be, it perforce relied on the 
calculations submitted by IAI with 
their bills.

Sinai withdrawal 

IN MARCH 1979, the IDF began 
the massive project of dismantling 
its installations in western Sinai, diift- 
ing its forces eastward and building 
an immense new infrastructure in 
the Negev. Some 1L9.8 billion was 
spent on the construction facets of 
Project Ramon;- as it is called, up to 
.August 1980. 

The comptroller’s staff looked 
into the financial and administrative 
relations between the ministry and 
the numerous private contractors 
who carried out most of the work of 
dismantling and rebuilding. 

The construction centre of the 


also made by other banks, who 
thereby traded in “excess liquidity 
balances.” Some banks only sold 
the central bank foreign currency, 
so as to be credited in local cur- 
rency on the same day, and thereby 
to avoid penalties on liquidity 
■deficits. 

The Comptroller’s Report also 
deals with the 'central bank’s con- 
siderations in the devaluation of the 
currency. The bank, the comptrol- 
ler says, acts in coordination with 
the Treasury, and takes into ac- 
count the macro-economic aspects, 
the effect of the devaluations on ex- 
ports, the relative changes in 
foreign exchange rates one against 
the other, and the demand and sup- 
ply conditions for foreign currency. 

Since March 1979, the central- 
bank adjusts the exchange rate to 
the fall in the value of the currency, 
taking into account the fall in the 
purchasing power of the U.S. dollar. 
Sometimes, the Bank of Israel raises 
the exchange rale even when, on 
that day, the commercial banks only 
sell foreign currency. 



IDF informs the ministry of ils 
specific needs and the ministry then 
publishes tenders for the jobs 
through its construction and 
property division. This process was 
examined during July-November 
1980. 

The comptroller found that in 
many cases, the IDF teams that 
drew up the specifications for the 
projects seriously underestimated 
their actual cost. There were often 
wide gaps between the IDFs es- 
timate and the bids submitted by 
contractors. For example, on a 
tender for building the infrastruc- 
ture of a new base, the IDF’s es- 
timate was ILJ2m., while the lowest 
bid was IL24m. Such discrepancies 
meant that the ministry, which had 
the responsibility for dealing with 
the contractors, had no sound basis 
for checking whether the bids were 
in fact reasonable. The final cost 
had to be worked out on the basis of 
the contractor’s figures. 

The Ramon construction 
jobs were classified as 
“urgent,"’ which meant that con- 
tractors had a right to be paid more 
in the first place. Yet in some cases 
the army or the ministry did not do 
the necessary preliminary work that 
would have enabled a job to be 
completed on schedule. In some in- 
stances, builders were paid compen- 
sation for keeping men and equip- 
ment idle while they waited for the 
preliminary work to be finished, and 
in others, contractors were paid to 
do the work the army was supposed 
to do. 

A check of the ministry's budget 
for a different period revealed that 
outlays on the Ramon project were 
listed on the books together with 
outlays on other projects, thus mak- 
ing it impossible in some cases to 
keep track of exactly how much was 
spent on Ramon. 

Defence Fund 

WHEN THE DEFENCE budget 
was cut in June 1980. Chief of Staff 
Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan sought to 
make up for part of the loss by en- 
couraging those serving in the 
regular army to donate one day’s 
pay a month for defence. The idea 
of voluntary contributions then 
blossomed into the Israel Defence 
Fund, open to contributions from 
all, which was set up in September 
1980. 

The aims of the fund as set down 
in its regulations are to advance the 
activities of the IDF and the 
ministry in three areas: education; 
development and production of 
weapons; and military training. The 
fund is administered by a public 
committee whose members are ap- 
pointed by the prime minister. 

The report states that up to 
January 1981, IL400ra. had been 
pledged to the fund, while IL230m. 
had been actually received. The 


work days donated were credited 
directly to the ministry budget. In 
November 1980, IL72.2m. were ear- 
marked for educational activities in 
the IDF. 

The report did not examine how 
the work-day donation programme 
functioned and if soldiers had been 
pressured, as has been alleged, to 
contribute to the fund. Nor did it 
ask if it was administratively neces- 
sary lo employ (9 soldiers full-time, 
including 12 in the standing army, to 
staff the fund. Their salaries and the 
fund's administration expenses 
come out of the ministry budget. . 

Reserve duty exemptions 

TENS OF THOUSANDS of men 
work in spheres considered essen- 
tial in time of war or emergency, 
such as plants supplying the 
military, certain government of- 
fices, and services providing basic 
necessities to the civilian popula- 
tion. They are exempt from military- 
service in time of emergency but are 
required to do a normal stint in the 
reserves. 

The comptroller checked the 
overall arrangements for these men, 
grouped in special units, and the ex- 
tent to which they do their reserve 
duty as required. The checking was 
carried out during April-July of last 
year. 

In 1975. the entire programme 
was examined by the relevant 
military and civilian agencies, and it 
was decided then that loo many 
men were being exempted and Lhat 
the number of units should be 
reduced. 

Three years later, none of the 
decisions taken then had been 
implemented, but the exemptions 
had grown by 30 per cent. 

In August 1978 it was again 
decided to cut down. The unit 
in the Foreign Ministry was 
abolished, three years after the 
original .decision on this had been 
taken. Some months later, a unit in 
an electronics firm was abolished. 
But the Foreign Ministry unit was 
re-established in March 1980 and 
the other unit in August 1979. 

Moreover, it was found that ihe 
men in the Foreign ■Ministry unit 
had not done reserve duty in years. 
They were finally called up in 1979, 
but under pressure from the 
ministry, the IDF cancelled their 
summons. 

One reason for the excessive 
number of exemptions is the lack of 
coordination between the military 
and the chief manpower inspector 
in the Ministry- of Labour and Social 
Affairs, the civilian official respon- 
sible for supplying manpower to es- 
sential services in times of 
emergency. The latter is unable to 
specify manpower needs because 
the IDF and the military industries 
have not supplied him with the 
proper information.

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HASTE MAKES WASTE AT HAIFA PORT 


TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS MIMSTRIES/By David Kriviiie, post Economic Correspondent

THE BRIDGE for passenger cars in 
Haifa's port terminal was supposed 
to be finished on June IS. 1979. The 
contract offered the builder a bonus 
of 1L20.000 for every day saved. He 
completed the job on May 21. and 
pocketed IL520.000 (making the 
total cost ILK. 5m.). The State 
Comptroller wants to know what 
was the hurry. The terminal did not 
open until October. 

The Pons Authority faces strong 
workers’ committees, who manage 
often to prevent necessary 
economies. The wharfing ser: ice in 
Ashdod decreased the number of its 
tug -boats when it stopped serving 
the oil terminal, but the number of 
mechanics remained five instead of 
being reduced to three. That con- 
tinued from 1973 to 1980. There was 
a shift system but the mechanics 
recognized only the first or day 
shift? so the second was considered 
overtime — with overtime pay. 

The wharfage crews, other than 
the mechanics, operate in three 
shifts, but too many report for the 
day shift, too few for the evening 
and night shifts. One reason is that 
those on the week-end shift (24 
hours on Friday-Saturday) have to 
do in addition three ordinary S-hour 
shifts to complete their weekly 
work -stint. They opt for the day- 
shift. which is already overmanned. 

An agreement was signed in 
February 1980 reducing each whar- 
fage team to nine men; yet in prac- 
tice they continue to be 10-12. 


retroactive only to April 1976; 
which meant all the same not only a 
rise in wages, but the receipt of a 
lump sum representing 22 hours a 
week of back pay for 2 A years. 

A S5m. tugboat was acquired for 
Ashdod, with automated equipment 
designed to save manpower. The 
boat was put inLo service, but the 
five-man crew remained. 

Port workers often do not use 
their safety equipment (e.g., safety 
helmets), although they have to un- 
der the law, and can be imprisoned 
for negligence.

necessary. 

The number of accidents 
nevertheless decreased impressively 
during the I9?0s, due mostly to 
technological changes such as the 
use of containers. But the State 
Comptroller points out that the 
risks each time are now greater, ow- 
ing to the larger bulk of the freight, 
so precautions are more important 
than ever. 

Warehouses arc often over- 
stocked. A study in Haifa in 1977 
revealed that 60 per cent of the 
items (in terms of value) had lain on 
the shelves for at least a vear. 


THE MARITIME DEPART- 
MENT is entitled to double pay for 
work on the weekly rest-day, which 
means 48 hours' pay for a 24-hour 
shift, in Ashdod they have been get- 
ting 70 hours' pay (for 24 hours' 
work) since 1970. Maritime Depart- 
ment personnel in Haifa only cot- 
toned on to this in 1978, and 
demanded the same arrangement, 
retroactive to 1970. 

An arbitrator in November 1978

-THE STATE COMPTROLLER ex- 
amined the turnover of spare parts 
in October 1980. He found an in- 
ventory of replacements for heavy- 
cranes sufficient to last seven years, 
there were enough fork-lift replace- 
ments to last four years, tug replace- 
ments to lasL six years, and bulk 
loading equipment replacements to 
last seven years.

OBSTRUCTIVE TRADE unionists 
have held up progress here in the 
Meteorological Service too. Major 
technical changes in weather- 
forecasting made the structure of 
the service obsolete. An expert 
committee recommended a 
reorganization in July 1978. 
Operational proposals were drawn 
up by the Transport Ministry in 
December, on the basis of the com- 
mittee’s report. 

One instruction concerned the 
organization of shifts. The prevail- 
ing system was two shifts a day of 12 
hours each, necessitating ; a two- 
hour break in the middle, and- 
therefore extra personnel. The 
ministry decided on a new three- 
shift system which would save 50 
per cent of the manpower. 

Since then the entire reorganiza- 
tion plan has been discussed with 
the workers' representatives again 
and again. To this day (end 1980) 
the old structure, including the two- 
shift system, remains unchanged. 

Some meteorological information 
is supplied free of charge; it is 
financed by the State Budget. 
Specialized information for par- 
ticular users is made available 
against payment. There is no clear 
distinction between gratuitous and 
paid-for information. 

The Airports Authority paid the 
weathermen (in 1979) IL13m. a year 
while the seaports paid nothing. Yet 
the material they received cost an 
annual IL3m.

PERSONS SELLING their car fill 
in a form recording the change of 
ownership, and hand it in at a bank.

THE LOADS carried on the Israel 
Railways fall short of planned es- 
timates. Reason is that many 
freight-wagons are laid up owing to 
inadequate repair services. Out of 
2.208 in the railways' possession, 
742. or 33.6 per cent, were not 
operational in October 1979. In the 
following month the figure was 807. 
or 36.5 per cent. _ 

That is according to reports by 
the Mechanical Department. 
Figures from the Haulage and Com- 
mercial Department indicate that 
the wastage is greater still. It 
emerged that the Mechanical 
Department does not include in its 
statistics wagons that it thinks are 
not usable. A check was made in 
January 1980 to up-date the stock 
list Among the wagons supposedly 
in the possession of Israel Railways, 
34 could not be traced anywhere, “a 
fact that speaks for itself," com- 
ments the State Comptroller. 

The railways were unable to 
abide by their own contracts. In 
1979 they undertook to cany 3.5m. 
tons of potash and phosphates, but 
managed only 2.5m. tons, which 
meant a loss of revenue topping 
ILlOOm. 

A complaint sent to the State 
Comptroller at the beginning of last 
year indicated that during the

Inefficiency compounds money woes

THIS YEAR’S State Comptroller 
report on the Ministry for Religious 
Affairs makes no mention of the up- : 
roar over yeshiva financings 
However, it does not spare Keren 
Yaldenu — the network of youth 
centres established by the ministry 
in 1953,L.and partially funded by it 
today; . 

The comptroller feels that'Keren 
Yaldenu, originally founded to fight 
missionary activity among Jewish 
youth, and now concentrating on in- 
formal education for the disadvan- 
taged, fufils an important function. 
It has 21 youth clubs aroubd the 
country, mostly in poor areas, 
where youngsters after school study 
everything from Tora to computers. 

But, the comptroller Continues,' 
the fund has been having financial 
troubles in recent years, and inef-- 
ficient financial operations have in- 
creased them. The comptroller ad- 
vises Keren Yaldenu not to build 
new dubs as long as it can'f make 
ends meet. Rather, it should in- . 
crease its activities in disadvantaged 
neighbourhoods where there is no 
other institution to do such 1 work; 
and share activities where there are 
others to cooperate. ' 


<-THE FUND sold some .of. its 
property in a fooEsh manner. It 
didn't make the profit it should have 
made, considering the rate of infla- 
tion between the time the property 
was purchased till it was sold. For 
example. In December, 1975, Keren 
Yaldenu, decided to sell its Tiberias 
dub and part erf" a lot in order -to 
build a new club. This property was 
valued at I L7 50,000 but was sold for 
only IL720,000 two years, later. 
Some of the purchase price was 
paid without interest and linkage 
until the full amount was paid up. 

The comptroller found also .that, 
while the Fund accumulated ..heavy 
overdrafts, it did not use contribu- 
tions efficiently to wipe out the 
debits and avoid paying interest on 
them. . 

'In some . ’cases, the renting of cars 
for employees who needed to travel 
from one ' club to another was 
justified. However, the comptroller 
was dissatisfied with the rental of a 
car for the- director of Keren 
Yaldenu, which he used to drive 
every day Trim his Netanya home 
to Jerusalem, at a cost of IL. 188.000 
(not including .petrol) in the 
period.

DUTCH PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATION TO MIDDLE EAST 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Reporting on the meeting 
or the .Dutch Parliamentary 
. Defence Committee delegation with 
.Mr. Begin in Jerusalem in mid-April 
you stressed that Mr. Begin had 
. denounced to the Dutch parliamen- 
tarians the meeting the Dutch 
Foreign Minister C.A. van der 
Klaauw was planning to have the 
next day with Yasser' Arafat. You 
added that one of the- Dutch 
parliamentarians had pointed out 
that Mr. van der Klaauw was to see 
Arafat not as the Dutch Foreign 
Minister; but as the present 
Chairman of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers of the European Com- 
munity. 

This i eport is correct. Yet, it 
would have been more instructive 
to your Israeli readers if another 
aspect of the meeting had also been 
reported, namely the aspect that has 
been highlighted in the Dutch press, 
as well .as the comment by the 
Dutch delegation leader, Mr. A. 
Ploeg, on bis return to Holland. 

All the reports in the Dutch press 
on the -meeting with Mr. Begin 
stressed that, its most important 
aspect was that the delegation had 
urgently requested Mr. Begin to 
restrain the head of -the Christian 
militias. Major Haddad, from en- 
dangering the lives of Dutch 
UNIF1L soldiers by his aggressive 
actions. The Dutch parliamen- 
tarians also warned Mr. Begin that 
relations between Holland and 
Israel would be seriously impaired if 
a Dutch soldier were killed by Had- 
dad's shelling. 

At a press conference following 
the meeting with Mr. Begin, the 
former Labour Foreign Minister, 
Max van der Stoel. even warned 
that, if a Dutch UNIFIL soldier 
were, killed, Holland might 
withdraw its ambassador from Tel 
Aviv. At this press conference, as 
reported in the Dutch press, the 
delegation members -also said that it 
had become clear to them during 
their talks at UNIFIL Headquarters 
at Nakura that UNIFIL experiences 
far more trouble from Haddad than 
from the PLO.

Israeli shares 


take shellacking 
in U.S. markets

TEL AVIV. — Israeli equities 
traded on American securities 
markets suffered sharp losses 
yesterday. Press and radio reports in 
the U.S. hinting at an immin ent out- 
break of hostilities between Israel 
and Syria were generally blamed for 
triggering the sale of the shares. 

Eiron Electronic Industries, 
which debuted on the over-the- 
counter market at 510.00 a share on 
March 13, and subsequently rose to 
over SI 3. was down by S1.S7. Laser 
Industries, also a relative newcomer 
to the American securities market, 
was down by SI JO. At SI 8.00 the 
shares were down by more than 
S6.00 from the recent high es- 
tablished some ten days ago. The 
Laser shares came out several 
months ago at 57.50. 

EUcint was down by 51.50, while 
Scitex was down by less than 51.00. 
Alliance Tire & Rubber, traded on 
the American Stock Exchange, was 
up S0.25 in early trading American 
-Israeli Paper Mills and Etz Lavud, 
both traded on the American Stock 
Exchange, were down by 50.12 and 
SO. 25, respectively. 

Indications here are that most of 
the selling came on the part of 
American, rather than Israeli in- 
vestors.

Japan to build cement 
factory in Amman 

A M MAN (Reuter). — Japan’s M it- 
subishi Corp. has signed a S250m. 
agreement with Jordan for building 
a Portland cement factory with an 
annual capacity of two million ions, 
officials said. 

The agreement, signed in Amman 
yesterday, provides for the comple- 
tion of the factory at Rashadiyah. 
200km. south of Amman, in 28 
months. Most of the cement will be 
exported to Saudi Arabia and Iraq, 

Mitsubishi will lend about SI 16m. 
to Jordan to build the plant The 
loan carries a 7.75 per cent interest 
and is to be repaid over eight years, 
from March 1985.

Games we play 

DR. YITZHAK NEBENZAHL. the State Comptroller, has devoted 
nearly 20 years to strengthening the norms of our public administra- 
tion. Regrettably his success has been limited, as evidenced in the 
recurrence, 'ear after year, of the same disclosures, and in his cons- 
tant reference to previous reports that have not been acted upon. 
This year’s report published yesterday is no exception. 

During the two decades of Dr.' Nebenzuhl's stewardship as state 
comptroller the power and reach of the public administration have 
grown tremendously. At the same time the highly centralized pattern 
of the state administration has remained unchanged, while the coun- 
try's social and economic structure has become more complex. In 
view of this it is arguable that if the enormous growth in the govern- 
ment’s involve mem in the economy has nol led to a far-reaching 
deterioration in the standards of public service, that in itself is 
already a considerable achievement. 

By the same token, however, the growth in the power of the state 
bureaucracy calls for much stricter controls than before. 

The role of the state comptroller as shaped by Dr. Nebenzahl is no 
longer adequate to the needs. Gentle persuasion, understated ad- 
monitions and moral pressure applied in the hope of eliciting the 
voluntary cooperation of the administrators, are fine as far as they 
go. But they do not in fad go very far, since they leave it to the ad- 
ministrators to decide the extent of their concern with the com- 
ptroller's annual reports. 

Dr. Nebenzahl has throughout the years been opposed to any 
measure ’hat might give his office teeth, and he has upheld the princi- 
ple thu: the executive and the controlling functions must be kept 
strictly separate. 

In pursuing this policy Dr. Nebenzahl. and the able staff he has 
gathered around him, have no doubt exerted considerable influence 
on the conduct of public administration. 

The comptroller's reports do not. in the nature of things, reveal 
these achievements since they deal only with what remains to be 
done. 

On the other hand, this policy has also tended to block the 
development of effective administrative, disciplinary and political 
sanctions against officials who flout the norms of proper conduct and 
the law itself. This is especially distressing in view of the Knesset's in- 
action. The Ninth Knesset has even done away with one possible 
sanction — denying budget allocations to offenders — by taking the 
control function out of the Knesset Finance Committee and setting 
up a special Control Committee that commands less power, and 
much. less knowledge, than the comptroller himself. 

The time has plainly come for a tighter rein on the administration. 
Like so much else, that will have to be a task for the next Knesset, 
and the next government. 

Upheaval in France 

THE FRENCH Republic has already had a socialist president and a 
number of socialist premiers. But Francois Mitterrand, who won 
Sunday’s poll, is the first socialist president to be elected under the 
constitution of the fifth republic, which grants the chief of slate enor- 
mous executive powers. No wonder his victory has created a sensa- 
tion within France itself and beyond its borders as well. A minor 
democratic revolution appears to Rave been engineered by the 
voters. 

it is a widely recognised fact that France is divided, in roughly 
equal measures, into left and right. But while the left seems 10 enjoy 
slightly greater sympathy among the people, when it comes to a vote 
the majority of Frenchmen tend to support the right. A Frenchman’s 
heart, it has been explained, is on the left, but his pocketbook is on 
the right. 

This time ’Frenchmen reacted differently, and for a number of 
reasons. Many among them who would not normally vote socialist 
just could not abide the thought of seven more years or Giscard 
d’Estaing in the Elysee palace. The ex-president's haughty 
monarchical manner offended them, and the rise in inflation and 
joblessness, though less critical than in many of France's neighbours, 
has tarnished Giscard 's reputation as a financial wizard. 

Then. too. the poor showing of the communists in the first round of 
the presidential elections, a fortnight ago, allayed some conservative 
fears. It showed that, while Mr. Mitterrand might, need communist 
votes to get elected, the socialists were now strong enough not to 
become the hostages of the communists. This had been the great fear 
in 1974. when the two parlies shared a common platform. 

It remains to be seen whether Francois Mitterrand, a man of great 
intellectual powers, who has remade a demoralized socialist 
party into a major political force, will enjoy the minimal support 
needed in the next parliament to push his programme. 

In this country the Mitterrand victory has been hailed by socialist 
and anti-socialist alike as an augury of greatly improved relations 
with France, the one-time ally, indeed Premier Begin, who only last 
week lambasted President Giscard as an enemy of Israel, has 
welcomed the election of Francois Mitterrand in terms no less 
glowing than fellow socialist leader Shimon Peres. 

There are some ostensibly good reasons for this enthusiasm. Un- 
like Giscard d'Estaing. Francois Mitterrand has consistently showed 
sympathy and understanding for the problems of Israel, which he has 
visited on a number of occasions. His promise, during the election 
campaign, to re-examine the French nuclear deal with Iraq stamps 
him as u friend. 

Yet it would be unwise, and certainly premature, to expect too 
much from France's political upheaval. Mr. Mitterrand's choice for 
premier. Michel Rocard. is not known for his sympathies toward 
Israel. And Mr. Mitterrand himself, in an interview to the Israeli 
French-language weekly “Realites” only a fortnight ago. suggested 
that Israel's security would be best assured by the formation next to 
it. in agreed boundaries, of a peaceful Palestinian stale. 
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•THE ARMS race that has over- 
taken humanity is proving pointless, 
since no country ids ihe other 
country get ahead. The balance 
remains broadly unchanged. What 
difference is there between the 
defence capability of two rival ar- 
mies if they have a budget of SI Ob. 
each, or SlOOb. each? None, except 
that SlOOb. is a bigger waste of 
money. 

Conscious of this absurdity, the 
two superpowers have tried to 
negotiate arms limitation agree- 
ments, so far without success. 

It is fashionable to blame one side 
for the holdup — the Communists. 
They are keen for the West to dis- 
arm, not at all to do it themselves. 
They pile up weapons of destruction 
as though this were the greatest 
socialist achievement. 

The democracies follow suit, but 
without enthusiasm, and vote their 
military allocations grudgingly. Ac- 
quiring weapons spells militarism, 
which is unpopular in peace-loving 
countries. But selling them is 
business; and there is no objection 
in the democratic world to doing 
business. 

The big powers own the big war 
industries, which were set up initial- 
ly to supply their own armed forces. 
Domestic markets have turned out 
to be too small. In order to achieve 
economies of scale, the producer 
needs an export market (Israel too). 

Suddenly this whole activity ac- 
quires another dimension. Arma- 
ments, it is true, are inhuman; but 
exports are something else. 
Morality rides high when it saves 
the taxpayer money (by cutting the 
nation's own defence budget). In 
competition with the export 
business, morality gets nowhere. 

THE READINESS to sell engines 
of death for cash creates a demand 
spiral, which would not otherwise 
exist. Israel needs desperately to ac- 
quire more weapons whatever the 
cost, but only for one reason. The 
reason is that Saudi Arabia has ac- 
quired more weapons. 

The Soviet Union supplies war 
material to India. Pakistan 


ONE OF the more ghastly of Nazi 
acts was the attempt to hide their 
worst deeds when they realized a 
military victory was no longer as- 
sured. It was then they set up the 
Kommando 1005 units whose task it 
was to open the mass graves of 
hundreds of thousands of Jews who 
had been shot, (before the gas 
chambers were introduced). Bodies 
were burned, bones crushed, ashes 
scattered, and the areas covered 
with paving stones or concrete. 

Their goal was to enable the 
German nation to pretend that the 
mass murder hadn't happened, and 
that no trace of the historic crimes 
would remain. 

After the Nazis were defeated, 
further efforts were made to erase 
reminders of the past. Lately, at- 
tempts to deny the reality of the 
Holocaust have spread to other 
countries. For if it never happened, 
then those that stood by, and could 
have acted but did not, are absolved 
also. No crimes, nothing to 
remember, no guilt. 

On Heroes and Martyrs 
Remembrance Day some two 
weeks ago, Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt of Germany joined the 
ranks of those trying to cover the 
Nazis' tracks and to erase the past. 
Schmidt and other Germans no 
doubt feel quite at ease In Saudi 
Arabia, where there's no 
“Auschwitz Complex.” Their moral 
obligation is towards the Palesti- 
nians. 

The chancellor wants to free 
himself of the memory of Auschwitz 
— it's become too burdensome for 
him. It must have been pleasant for 
him in Saudi Arabia where no one 
would trouble him with reminders 
of the death camps. 

This background explains his 
special commitment to the Palesti- 
nians. The chancellor did not speak 
of a special German sensitivity to 
human suffering in general, which 
resulted from the fact that Germany 
was responsible for the greatest of 
human tragedies.

beseeches the West to help redress 
the balance. The West obliges, 
which puts India in the market for 
yet more arms to maintain its 
former ratio with Pakistan. 

This escalation process con-' 
tributes to impoverishing both India 
and Pakistan; and worse than that. 
Television screens show luridly the 
death and destruction that can en- 
sue. Iraqis and Iranians are 
slaughtering each other with tanks 
and artillery they never made, and 
indeed could not make. They were 
supplied by the industrial powers, so 
that the Gulf War combatants can 
shed each other's blood more ef- 
ficiently. 

The Syrians are reducing 
Lebanese cities to rubble, and the 
Lebanese hit back with projectiles ■ 
that were not manufactured in Syria 
or Lebanon. People are torn to 
pieces, their homes recked, their 
towns gutted by high technology 
emanating from faraway places. 
The supplier countries (nearly all, 
bv the way. possessed of perma- 
nent seats on the UN Security 
Council) get the profit; the 
customers get the explosions. 

France is supplying Iraq with 
nuclear energy. It isn't nuclear 
bombs, they assure critical 
onlookers, but according to Iraq's 
President Saddam Hussein, the 
bomb-making capacity is in his 
pocket. Pakistan is joining the fray. 
The government of Niger in Africa 
offers uranium, for dollars, to 
anybody who knows how — or 
where — to enrich it. Ten or 20 
years from now, the atom bomb will 
be as commonplace as the rocket. 

Precisely because the force of this 
device is so annihilating, the com- 
petitive necessity to get it is irresisti- 
ble. 

Governments cannot control this 
process. The King of Saudi Arabia 


wants to have the third biggest army 
in the world, after the two super- 
powers. The late Shah of Iran 
wanted to do the same thing and 
was on his way to succeeding, for 
what it was worth. Americans are 
encouraging King Khaied because 
he is pro-Western and anti-Soviet, 
and because he has dollars to spend. 
The Russians are not taking this lying 
down. Under tbe circumstances, 
what chance is there of any 
organized de-escalation? 

YET IT IS in the interest of the 
general public in every country — 
Russia, America, Saudi Arabia, tbe 
Western world, the Communist 
world, the Third World to halt this 
insane accumulation of weapons. 

Given thai the public in all parts 
of the world has so much to gain 
from arms control, and given that 
governments are doing nothing 
meaningful about it. the solution 
would seem to lie with the spon- 
taneous creation of a popular move- 
ment world-wide, like Peace Now in 
Israel. It would be called Disarma- 
ment Now. 

To put one's faith in such a do- 
good campaign seems like mission 
impossible. A year .ago any such 
negotiation would have seemed a 
counsel of despair. But since then 
we have witnessed an astonishing 
event, the emergence of the 
Solidarity movement in Poland. 

If public opinion can influence 
policy so profoundly in a Com- 
munist regime, there is hope that 
the ideal of international arms 
reduction, which can bring today, 
directly and indirectly, more benefit 
to more people than any other 
cause, might evoke a wave of feel- 
ing across borders which govern- 
ments could not ignore. 

Disarmament of course already 
exists as a movement. Unfortunate- 


ly its supporters have taken the 
wrong turning, by going for ant- 
la i era l disarmament. 

• 'What the world really needs is 
multilateral, or better Still “OTO- 
nifateral” disarmament. Nobods ex- 
cept the occasional madman, like 
Col. Gaddafi of Libya, could take 
exception to that. The suggestion is 
not total disarmament, which will 
again raise a host of questions. , 

Proposed here is something more 
practical; a form of disarmament 
which should be both partial, in that 
each country reduces its military ex- 
penditure in part; and universal, m 
that all countries without exception 
make the reduction. 

THE STARTING point is accep- 
tance' of the international status 
quo. The ratio of military power 
among the different national armies 
should stay as it is today, while a 
concerted drive is made to agree on 
a reduction in quantities — m all 
countries, not just Russia and the . 
U.S. 

Response will be uneven, which is 
the main problem. While all — sane 
— governments sec their own ex- 
penditure on weaponry as an enor- 
mous misuse of funds, not aB are 
adverse to this profligacy in equal 
measure. Outlay on military 
hardware hurts everyone, but k 
hurts democratic Washington more 
than despotic Moscow; a hurts the 
inflation-ridden British more than 
the monolithic East Germans; it 
hurts dollar-short Israel more than 
dollar-flush Saudi Arabia. 

Not that the Russians and the. 
East Germans and the Saudi Art-, 
bians benefit from their rearma- 
ment programmes. It would be dif- 
ferent if they wanted to launch a war' 
of conquest in the near future, 
which they thought would secure 
them more material advantages

Whence this special sensitivity 
that has ripened so suddenly? Ger- 
many has done nothing to harm the 
Palestinians. The Nazis even took 
the former Mufti of Jerusalem, Haj 
Amin el-Husseim, under their wing.

SCHMIDTS NEW commitment no 
doubt stems from the fact that the 
victims of the Holocaust have 
refused to forget what happened to 
them.
